MONTHLY TIPS 


TALKING TIREES ) 

The Salt Lake Valley is somewhat unique in that prior to the arrival of the Mormon 
Pioneers in 1847, there were virtually no trees in the valley. Therefore, as you general rule, you 
can assume that all trees were planted by settlers starting in 1847. So what you say? Well, this 
means that the taller the trees: the earlier the area was settled. As I drive along I-80 into work, 
I’ve noticed clumps of trees’ standing above the others like islands on a sea of green. I’ve then 
located these taller trees arid believe that many of them act as road signs to the oldest homes in 
the area. I haven’t ever searched these areas (almost all of them are private property), but if you 
aren’t shy about asking, this may be a great way to find the best hunting spots. in the outlying 
areas of Salt Lake City. 


SEARCH COIL DISCIPLINE 

If you visualize that the detection signal of your search coil 
looks like a funnel, you can understand why overlapping the search 
coil is so important to finding deep coins (see illustration). At a depth 
of eight to twelve inches (depending on coil size, mineralization, soil 
moisture content and a hundred other things), the detection area of your 
signal at the bottom of the “funnel” may only be the size of a dime. 
Therefore, if your overlap (the amount you move the coil forward on 
the next sweep) exceeds the width of a dime, you wil] not detect that 
coin. This reason, probably more than any other, explains why areas 
are never hunted out and why some detectorists can make great finds 
following right behind a less disciplined person. While moving the 
coil an inch or less forward at a time is not always practical, a tight and 
disciplined sweep pattern, especially in areas where deep targets are 
likely to be found, will greatly increase your finds. 





Another aspect of search coil discipline is to keep the coil at a consistent height above the 
ground and to keep it parallel. Avoid lifting the coil at the end each swing. This causes loss of 
depth but it can also mess you up if your auto-ground balance recalibrates when the coil is higher 
off the ground than during the rest of your search pattern (see below). Also, laying the detector 
on the ground can bump the coil changing its angle to the shaft. Some believe this change 
further throws off ground balance. Therefore, each time you pick up your detector after target 
recovery, make sure the coil is still parallel to the ground. Some people like to use a search coil 
bracket to keep the coil at a consistent angle to the shaft (see below). I have found that if you are 
searching an area with lots of weeds or rocks, a bracket is essential to prevent the coil from 
constantly being bumped off angle. For more tips on this and other subjects, see Metal Detecting 
Advice & Tips by Robert H. Sickler and Joseph Patrick.
